NEW YORK, May 2.—John D. Rocke- 
feller, Jr., has suffered a paper loss of 
$3,500,000 in Wall street, thus destroying tlie 
tradition that the magic name was invincl- 
ble in financial battles... 

The son of the Standard Of] king has 
been attempting to force United States 
Leather to par, and those traders who were 
short had been greatly alarmed lest he 
should accomplish his purpose. 

Even the Rockefeller prestige and luck 
were not able to stem the downward tide, 
and the junior bearer of the name was 
compelled to inst:uct his brokers to let go 
at least a part of 150,000 shares that had 
been the basis of his stupendous cam- 
paign. a 

Young Rockefeller, it is disclosed, had a 
standing order with his brokers to sell the 
entire 150,000 shares at ‘14 or better.’’ This 
meant a loss of $3,500,000, counting interest. 

The latest pool in the stock encountered 
this gigantic selling order, and the west- 
erners, who were in the pool, have retired 
from the market in disorder. 


Gates Denies He 
Is Heavy Loser. 


John W. Gates knows as much about this 
second pool in leather as James R. Keene 
did about the first, but Mr. Gates, it is un- 
derstood, denies that he is a heavy loser 
asa esult of running “head-on” into young 
Rockefeller’s wail of stock. 

This pool was made up of the younger 
element in the western group. They knew 
that young Rockefeller’'s stock -had cost 
him an average of above 33 and believed 
that he would not “‘take’’ any loss on it. 

These men, therefore, felt perfectly safe 
in an attempt to put the stock to 30. They 
planned to take profits before the price 
should look tempting to young Rockefeller. 

Beginning at 11, the pool accumulated 
stock and Wall street was astonished to 
gee the quotations advance dally. Ever 
since young Rockefeller and his friends 
put it up to 40 and it collapsed on them 
to 6, advances of half a point have been 
considered startling for one day. 

The movement, therefore, attracted much 
attention and hundreds of speculators 
jumped in and helped it along. Finally the 
price reached 14 and a fraction. Then 
there were mysterious sales. 

The pool thought these came from the 
petty speculators and ¢ontinued buying 
bravely. Soon the volume of sales became 
too great for any small contingent. But 
the moment the price broke under 14 this 
selling ceased. 

Investigation finally .unecovered Rocke- 
feller’s selling order. The result was that 
yesterday 990 shares of the stock were 
dealt in. The western pool has a fine line 
of leather stock averaging at about 13%, 
which it hopes some day to sell. 


Story of Deal a 
Wall Street Classic. 

The story of young Rockefeller’s leather 
deal is a classic of Wall street. When, 
several years ago, U. 8S. Leather common 
was at 8 young Rockefeller went to an 
operator famous for his manipulative abil- 
ity, and asked him to get up @ pool in 
leather and let Rockefeller have the inside 
manipulation.

Cleveland in St. Louis developed the fact, 
Surprising to those who had heard him 
make hundreds of speeches, that he is, or 
has become, a humorist. 

His speech at the Princeton Club ban- 
mo Thursday night ‘was striking in its 
ww 

The former President's speech at the 
dinner* given to visiting newspaper men 
Friday night made a marked impression. 

After several “roasts’’"—pills, even with 
the sugar coating; after humorous stories; 
after what he termed confessions, Mr. 
Cleveland gaid: 

“I might not have said these things sev- 
eral years ago.’’ 

Afeer a pause of rather unusual length, 
he continued his speech, 

After his introductory remarks, Mr. 
Cleveland prefaced a series of stories or 
anecdotes by saying: 

“Some persons have the idea that most 
newspaper stories are ‘fakes.’ As I un- 
derstand it, a ‘fake’ is a story entirely 
without foundation in truth, and I think 
I can safely say that all, or almost all, 
newspaper stories have some foundation in 
truth. 

“For instance, a story was printed about 
4&4 man beating his wife Now I know that 
story had some foundation in truth. The 
man did lay hands on his wife. As a 
matter of fact, he has been seen with his 
arms around his wife's neck. 

“This morning I found in my mail a letter 
which says: ‘I see you are in town. Will 
you please tell me how much you and 
your eastern partners made out of that 
$62,000,000 bond issue? I heard it was %,- 

“The man is wrong. It was more than 
$62,000,000. And $5,000,000 commission? Why, 
that’s 8 per cent! That's too high. Yet, 
again, this story has some foundation in 
truth. There was a bond issue.”’ 

The former President then referred to 
the industry of newspaper men, citing as 
incidents excursions over his back fence, 
“When,” as he said, “I should have been 
glad to receive them at the front door.” 

Mr. Cleveland took the press representa- 
tives into his confidence. He first referred 
to his long experfence with newspaper men 
during the many years that he was in’ pub- 
lic life in varioug eapaocittes. 

He thought that. perhaps he had some 
confessions and apologies to make to the 
representatives of the great dailies, the 
names of many of whom he knew. 

“This afternoon I attended a meeting 
of the Civic Federation,’’ he continued, 
‘“‘where I heard much of the advantages of 
arbitration. At that time a thought oc- 
curred to me. 

“Remembering the great principles of 
justice and humanity which that eminent 
body stood for, suggested to my mind that 
it was about time to get the Civic Federa- 
tion to arbitrate me and the press. Face 
to face I must say it.’’ 

‘“‘T have known its representatives to risk 
impaling themselves upon the tron fences 
which are in use in public places. I have 
even known them to ride upon brake beams 
when I was taking my wedding trip. If 
they had only known, it would have given 
me great pleasure to invite them insiMe my 
car; they would have been perfectly wel- 
come, although heaven knows that on one’s 
wedding trip he feels as though he would 
like to be let alone—at least part of the 


time, you”"-—— 
Here so much applause and cheering 


broke out, that Mr. Cleveland was unable 
to continue. He stood smiling until the 
demonstration had quieted. 


He then went on: 
“Which one of you gentlemen is respon- 


sible for the story that I am expecting 
soon to take a trip to the Pacific coast”? 
Despite the fact that I have denied that 
story in a dozen interviews and have had 
the Associated Press make two official de- 
nials, that story is still in circulation. 
I am still receiving letters whic hinvite 


to make visits to western cities during 
this trip. Then, too, there was a telegram 


woman in Los Angeles who wants 
ee to address a woman's convention in her 
town. That is due to the same deed o 
the pen. and euch things will undoubtedly 
be continued until the crack of doom. 
“But, gentlemen, let me advise you that

In the chapel of the Administration 
building at the World's Fair grounds yes- 
fterday afternoon at 4 o'clock was insti- 
tuted the St. Louis branch of the National 
Civic Federation. 

A small but notable gathering was pres- 
ent. Among the speakers were ex-Presi- 
dent Grover Cleveland, Senator Mark Han- 
na, John Mitchell, president of the United 
Mine Workers; Lewis Nixon, president of 
the New York Civic Federation; Oscar 
Straus, member of The Hague tribunal; 
President Francis, Rev. Father D. 8. Phe- 
lan, who represented Archbishop Kain; 
Bishop Daniel 8. Tuttle, Festus J. Wade 
and Albert Young, president of the Team- 
sters’ Union, 

The National Civic Federation, of which 
Senator Hanna is national president, has 
been in existence about three years in its 
present form. Its purposes are to relieve 
the strain between capital and labor, pre- 
vent strikes, relieve intolerable conditions 
and promote friendly feelings between em- 
ployer and employed. It constantly urges 
arbitration as the method of settling al! 
differences. 

Festus J. Wade was chosen temporary 
chairman of the meet*ng and J. A. Jackson 
of the Typographical Union was made sec- 
retary. 

Senator Hanna, ex-President Cleveland 
and Mr. Mitchell occupied seats. at the 
speakers’ table. 

Mr. Cleveland was the first speaker. He 
declared that a local branch of just such 
an order was imperatively necessary, as 
most strikes were the result of local ag- 
gTravations. 

In conclusion he said: 

“I have always believed that those who 
labor with their hands and those who labor 
in other ways should be nearer together. 
There should be a balancing power, to the 
end that when differences arise peaceable 
adjustments could be made. It seems to 
me that when these differences arise the 
first and the best thing to do would be to 
see if the parties in antagonism cannot be 
reconciled. 


Solves the 

Labor Problem. 

“It is apparent, then, that expediency in 
the handling of these difficulties is neces- 
sary, and a local organization such as the 


Civic Federation is the solution of the 
grave problem of labor and capital. 
“Upon the success of this movement here 
will depend the success of similar move- 
ments in other cities. This meeting is one 
of vast importance and St. Louls has the 
opportunity of setting a grand example for 
every city In the United States.”’ 
President Francis of the Exposition com- 
pany followed with an address endorsing 
the purposes and aims of the federation.

Good Address. 

Marked attention was paid Senator Han- 
na, the national president of the federa- 
tion. He is a clear. forceful speaker. His 
voice is resonant and the address teemed 
with points bearing directly on the past 
of the organization and its future scope. 

“United effort is needed,”’ declared sena- 
tor Hanna. ‘“‘This question of the relation 
of employer to employed is the burning 
quesiion of the day. It is the important 
question, the one that must be met. 

“Although the Civic Federation. is only 
two or three years old, I bring good tid- 
ings of what it has done. [t has the co- 
operation of public-spirited men. These 
men not only advocate arbitration but con- 
ciliation as the keynote of future peace 
and general prosperity. 

“It is important to have local organiza-- 
tions. In each city men of honest pur- 
pose are needed. We are gathering to us 
men of principle and patriotism. They are 
our inspiration. Public opinion is the final 
arbiter of all disputes. Mutual confidence 
is the mainspring to unversal good. 

‘T am proud that St. Louis, of her own 
volition, is making this movement. Her

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GIVE ST. LOUIS HER DUE. 

The Kansas City Journal has persistenly sought out and em- 
phasized every shortcoming of St. Louis and every fault in the 
management of the dedication day exercises. It has even used 
red ink to make its fault-finding congpicuous. Several other 
newspapers have taken delight in finding and publishing our 
mistakes. 

Deprecating the unneighborly and ,uncharitable spirit which 
takes delight in discovering and publishing all the little blots 
that can be found on her record of success, St. Louis asks at 
least justice at the hands of her eager critics. 

Mistakes have been made Some deserving persons who ought 
to have been invited were not invited.. Guests who should have 
been taken care of were, through accident, ignorance or mis- 
take, neglected. Here and there a program of entertainment 
proved a failure. A notable instance of this was the first day’s 
program for the entertainment of the out-of-town presse guests. 
The protest of Gov. Peabody of Colorado against the neglect 
of his delegation was doubtless well taken. Apology is due and 
doubtless will be made for these mistakes. In so great a 
crush of visitors some failures are excusable. Probably the 
percentage of mistakes was no larger than in similar events 
elsewhere. The Post-Dispatch does not palliate avoidable mis- 
takes. It merely asks for the World’s Fair management upon 
whom the responsibility for the dedication arrangements rests, 
e fair and considerate’ judgment. 

So far as the city’s part is concerned it has fairly met the 
demends made upon it. So far as accommodations and trans- 
pertation facilities go it was not to be expected that the prepara- 
tions for the lodging, feeding and transporting of extraordinary 
numbers of people would be completed a year in advance of the 
opening of the World’s Fair. The capacity of hotels is in every 
city regulated by the ordinary demands. It can never be 
| Stretched to meet an extraordinary demand for a few days.’ 
Neither the permanent nor temporary hotels designed to meet 
‘the extraordinary demands of the World's Fair period have been 
erected. But St. Louls met the extraordinary demand for ac- 
commodations by listing every house where rooms could be 
obtained, and establishing bureaus of information in convenient 
places to direct visitors to thems. In that way accommodations 
were conveniently provided for 75,000 persons. 

In the matter of transportafion to and from the grounds it 
may be said that the service far exceeded the expectation. Al- 
though as yet inadequate for the needs of the World's Fair 
period, the managers of the street railways upon whom the whole 
burden fell, it must be conceded, fairly met the requirements of 
the occasion. Of course, there were no transportation facilities 
inside the grounds, nor was it possible to provide them at this 
stage of the work. 

On the whole the dedicct!on was a great success. It is doubdt- 
ful if there ever was any «vent of its magnitude better man- 
aged or in which the people under similar circumstances suffered 
less digcomfort. It is doubtful if any city could have met the 
demands made upon it more satisfactorily than St. Louls did, 
Certa‘nly in no other city could have been found citizens more 
eager tc do all in their power to’contribute to its success and 
to place their private resources at the command ofithe public. 


Readers who will go back into the naval history of the United 
States will find much greater achievements than those of our 
Spanish war. Our greatest glory on the ocean was achieved 
when we had a smaller navy than any European power. 
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The cases of ten army officers and a very considerable number 
of privates who have committed suicide in the Philippines furnish 
a sad chapter in the story of expansion.

In the May Cosmopolitan an 
article by Samuel E. Moffett, describin~ the 
diamond mines of Kimberley, gives some 
glimpses imto the condition of these two 
classes, where there are no tyrannical Boers 
to interfere.

States 2,500,000 more single men of marriageable 
age than there are single women, the official fig- 
ures being as follows: Unmarried men, 10,445,- 
1568; unmerried girls and women, 7,578,819, The 
male population of the United States, through the 
excess of male immigration and the higher male 
birth rate, is more than 1,000,000 in excess of the 
female. The span of Mfe is, on the average, 
longer for a woman than for a man and the mar- 
riageable age for women is several ages younget 
than the average for men. ce of 
this the number of widows is very largely in ex- 
cess of the number of widowers, the figures being 
2,700,00) and 1,200,000 respectively. 

Tehre are more divorced women who have not re- 
married than there are divorced men, and for all 
these reasons the number of the single men of 
marriagenble age is larger than the number of 
single women. In New York it is 240,000, in 
Penneylvania 180,000, in Ohio 120,000, in Illinols 
200,000,. in California 150,000, in Texas 150,000 
and In Kensees 75.000. In Maseachusetts the num- 
ber of unmarried men exceeds the number of un- 
married women by only a few thousand. In Utah 
there are 35.000 unmarried men and 23,000 un- 
married women of marriageable age. In Wash- 
ington, the capital, the number of single men is 
42,000 and of single women about the same.

CARS DELUGED BY 


FIRE PLUG GEYSER 


Pipe Burst on Easton Avenue 
and Spouted for Three 
Hours. 


PASSERGERS ON SUMMER 
CARS WERE DRENCHED 


Stream Thrown High in the Air and 
Water Descended All Over 
Street and Sidewalks Un- 
til Shut Off. 


All passengers on crowded Easton avenue 
cars between Warne avenue and Sarah 
street between 6 and 9 o'clock Saturday 
morning were drenched from an artificial 
geyser that rivaled the famous ones of 
‘earth for the amount of water thrown. 

The fire plug in the block burst at 
o’clock and a stream of water rose in a 
graceful curve and fell over the entire 
street and on the sidewalks. 

Only summer cars were in service, and 
they furnished slight protection to the pas- 
sengers, as the water would fall in a spray 
and reach those fn the center of the seats. 

The motormen did their best to protect 
passengers by putting on an extra burst 
of speed as the cars approached the stream, 
but did little good. 

The traffic on the Easton avenue line is 
very heavy during these hours, and em- 
ployes of many downtown firms reached 
their places of business thoroughly 
drenched. 

During the dedication the cars are being 
used for the World’s Fair traffic, and many 
of the visitors have found rooms in the ter- 
ritory reached by these cars, and not a few 
visitors were treated to a drenching. 

The stream of water continued pouring 
from the fire hydrant unti) 9 o’clock, when 
the city water men turned off the water for 
the neighborhood and set about repairing 
the break. 

The street was flooded from curb to ourb 
for two squares, and near the eelf-consti- 
tuted geyser the sidewalks were flooded 
unti] shopkeepers in the neighborhood had 
to stand constant guard with brooms to 
keep the water from running into their 
places of business. 

The damage to property will be slight, 
but the street and sidewalks were flooded. 
Some bay standing on wagons in front of 
the feed store of Andrews & McClelland 
was thoroughly drenched.
